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The FCC will reorganize their field units by discontinuing the roving 
"strike teams" that visit an area, locate violators, issue citations 
and depart. This might detect minor violations, but has not been eff- 
ective against the serious enforcement problems. More FCC Field Off- 
ices will be established within 150 miles of 90% of two-way radio 
users by mid-1981. 
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According to a new WARC accepted proposal radio spectrum bandwidth 
will be expressed in a new manner in the future. It will be indicated 
by three numerals and one letter with the letter occupying the pos- 
ition of the decimal point. Hertz will be expressed as "H", Kilohertz 
as "K", Megahertz as "M", and Gigahertz as "G". For example: 2.0 kHz 
becomes 2K60; .1 Hz becomes H1003 12.5 kHz=12K5; 180.4 kHz=180K; 

5.65 GHz=5G65.

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EXCERPT FROM "RULES OF ELECTIONS" (An attachment to the By-Laws of the Philmont 
Mobile Radio Club). 


"Electioneering shall be encouraged, with the official club publication carrying 
profiles of the candidates where possible, In addition, at the Annual Meeting, 
the candidates for President and Vice-President shall be given from three to five 
minutes for campaign speeches." 


"The nominees for each office shall be listed together on the slate. Each officer 
must be elcted by a simple majority of those voting, eliminating the candidate 
with the lowest vote. Balloting must continue until a simple majority is reached 
for each office." 


"Absentee ballots are to be sent or given to the Judge of Elections no later than 
8:30 PM on the night of the election, The ballot should be in a sealed envelope 
with the PMRC members name on the outside so that the Judge of Elections can check 
that the vote is coming from a paid-up, eligible member, The ballot should state 
the member's first and second, and perhaps third, choices, as the case may be. The 
absentee ballot will be held in the election as long as the candidate voted for on 
the ballot is in the race." 


Absentee ballots may be mailed or handed to the Judge of Elections, or they may be 
sent to his attention in care of another member. All ballots must be received prior 
to 3:00 PM on the night of the December General Meeting,
